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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In independent claims 17 and 26, in the second paragraph of said claims; 
"an upper sleeve portion", has been changed to, 
--a detachable upper sleeve portion-. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -35 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record all failed to show either alone and/or in combination; 
A (floral) container comprising a base portion initially constructed to have an 
opened, non-flattened condition and a detachable upper sleeve portion connected to the 
base portion, the detachable upper portion substantially an accordion fold comprising a 
plurality of folds layered upon one another and expandable in a substantially vertical 
direction from the base portion. 

This CIP of abandoned US Application 09/732,625 recites a base portion initially 
opened and in a non-flattened condition, which overcomes the teaching reference relied 
upon in the abandoned parent application. 

Furthermore, a further search produced a reference (US 4,376,703) teaching an 
oil filter cover readable on a floral container as cited in instant independent claims 17 
and 26, having a base and accordion upper portion as cited. 

As discussed above, the independent claims 17 and 26 have been amended to 
include a detachable upper sleeve portion, which overcomes the newly found teaching 
reference. 

Instant independent claims 1 , 9, 34 and 35 cite a detachable upper sleeve 
portion as originally presented, and are allowable over the prior art as initially presented. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Lepoutre teaches a vertically extendable pot cover.
